KULE  I. 

Tlio  Library  of  the  Institute  siiall  be  in  cliarge  of 
the  Superintendent  under  the  control  of  the  Library 
Committee,  and  shall  be  kept  open  from  5  until  10 
P.M.,  every  evening  for  the  delivery  and   return  ol 
l)0()ks. 

RULE    11. 

The  Library  sliall  consist  of  two  ui visions,  one 
of  reference,  and  one  of  circulation  ;  and  the  Li- 
brary Committee  shall  decide  in  which  division 
any  books  shall  be  placed.
